SOVIET DELEGATES PLEDGE TO WORK TO PRESERVE PACH 


A farewell was held on September 2 for delegates from Soviet 
Russia to the World Religionist's Peace Conference and the World 
Anti-Nuclear Test Conference. 


Present at the farewell were Archbishop Sergei of the Ortho- 
dox Church, and Rev. Alexey N. Karpov of the Russian Baptist 
Church besides non-Christian delegates from the Soviet Union. 
There were about 40 Japanese present including both Christians 
end Buddhists. 


Keenly aware that the announcement of Soviet Russia's re- 
sumption of Nuclear tests added great urgency to the dangerous 
world situation, the Japanese representatives who spoke words of 
farewell stated that though their countries and positions were 
different, their hearts were united in their efforts for world 
peace. 


Hach Soviet delegate responded to these words, Archbishop 
sergei as follows: "We dedicate ourselves to work for world peace 
according to the resolutions concerning peace of the heart made 
at the World Religionist's Peace Conference. I am convinced that 
the Christians and Buddhists who have come to Japan at this time 
are united in their efforts to secure peace of the heart. When 
we return to our country we will intensify our efforts for peace. 
The road to peace is very difficult. However, we are determined 
to overcome these difficulties for the sake of peace." 


Rev. Alexey Ne Karpov spoke as follows: "During my stay in 
Japan, I travelled about and met many people, all of whom were 
united in their stand against war. I also saw the atomic de- 
struction at Hiroshima which is not known in other countries. If 
one has not seen Hiroshima one has not seen Japan. The atomic 
bomb casualties say that they want the word peace translated into 
action, I have promised them that I will do my best to see that 
there will be no second Hiroshima." 


ARCHBISHOP SERGEI ASKS THAT ORTHODOX CHURCH IN.JAPAN BE OBSERVER 


With the prospect of the Russian Orthodox Church being admitted 
as a member of the WCC at New Delhi in November, Sergei during his 
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visit to Japan, has expressed a wish that the Orthodox Church in 
Japan be considered as an observer in the Japan NCC. Also, with 
the actual admittance of the Russian Orthodox Church into the WCC, 
eeevemeclOser tellowship is anticipated here in Japan. 


The 100th anniversary commemorating the arrival of Nicolai 
in Japan is being observed this year. Nicolai, an important per- 
sonality in Japanese Christian history was highly respected by 
many Japanese and did much to better relations between the Soviet 
Union and Japan. <A special ceremony was held on August 30 which 
Sergei addressed. 


DR. MATSUSHITA NOMINATED TO WCC-IMC COMMITTEE 


Dr. Masatoshi Matushita, President of Rikkyo University, 
has consented to serve as the Japanese representative on the WCC- 
IMC Internetional Problems Committee. He was nominated to succeed 
ae late Mr. Soichi Saito, former Executive pac ebety of the Japan 
ICA. 


Dr. Matsushita is 60 years old and s prominent member of the 
Anglican-Episcopal Church. He is an authority on international 
iaw and is well known as a critic. During Kishi's term as premier 
of Japan, Dr. Matsushita went as his special ambassador to Europe 
end America to work for prohibition of nuclear bombs. At present 
he is head of 2nd Gensuikyo (Anti-Nuclear Test Association). 


With the selection of Dr. Matsushita to the International 
Problems Committee of the WCC, the International Froblems Com- 
mittee of the Japan NCC was also initiated. 


KYODAN HISTORY TO BE PUBLISHED 


As a part of the eqmmenoration of the 20th anniversary of 
the founding of the Kyodan, a history of the United Church of 
Christ in Japan is being bohei ied. The manuscript was recently 
completed and has been scrutinized by a compilation comnittee 
end several cthhers familiar with the situation as the actual time 
of merger. 


Rev. Kozue Tomoi, former Executive Secretary of the Kyodan 
end Rev. Akira Miyauchi, former chairman of the editorial staff 
of the Kirisuto Shimpo are writing the history. 


STALKING BIBLES" TO BE PRODUCED 

According to the latest statistics there are approximately 
220,000 blind people in Japan, and only sbout 70,000 of these 
are aebieé to read braille. 


The fill this great need, the Japan Christian Council for 
Evangelism of the Blind, which nas previously plublished braille 
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magaZines and commentaries and put out circulating tapes, has 
submitted a plane to the Japan Bible Sociéty requesting that the 
Society produce a Bible that can be "heard". This request has 
been approved and Executive Secretary Miyakoda of the Bible 
society anounced that the Bible will be put on tape begiming 
with the N.T. 


The Council for Evangelism of the Blind has recently pro- 
euced s braille N.T, commentary and is planning to release the 
first half of a 12 volume O.T. commentary in November. 
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
